Forest  lands  in  the  East  there  are  considerable  areas  of 
such  charaotero  On  these  the  Job  of  Uncle  Sam”s  Forest 
Rangers  is  one  of  rehabilitation  of  restoring  forest 
growth,,  of  building  up  depleted  resource So  Millions  of 
trees  are  planted  each  year  by  the  Forest  Service  cn  such 
hands  , On  others 9 Intensive  protection  and  Improvement 
work  is  aiding  a natural  com8<-back  of  forest  growth  Such 
work  is  of  great  and  far»reaching  value o It  contributes 
to  the  prevention  of  floods  through  improved  watershed 
protection;  it  speeds  up  the  return  of  these  lands  to  a 
condition  where  they  can  once  more  contribute  their  share 
to  the  support  and  welfare  of  the  Nation” s population^

S'bme  eaqperifflents  In  direct  seedlngo  One  of  our 
research  men  from  the  Forest  Experiment  Station  is  making 
some  tests  up  there  on  planting  trees  from  seedo  =”*  You 
se8i)  there®  s thousands  and  thousands  of  a.or^B  of  devastated 
land  in  this  country  that  need  to  be  reforested^  and  every 
year  we® re  planting  as  many  trees  as  w©  can  in  places  like 
thato  We  do  it  mostly  by  setting  out  little  one  or  two 
year-oid  trees  that®ve  been  started  in  nursery  bedSp 
because  over  many  years  of  experience  that®8  pi^oved  to  be 
the  cheapest  and  most  efficient  way  of  doing  ito  But  a lot 
of  people  wonder  why  It  wouldn®t  be  easier  t^^  »1uet  scatter 
the  tree  seed  over  the  groundo 
?/hy  wouldn®t  it? 
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Wellp  it  doesn®t  work  out  so  easy  as  it  sounds..  For  one 
thlngf,  Nature  you  know  is  pretty  lavish  and  wasteful  in 
some  wayso  Very  often  the  trees  in  the  forest  will 
scatter  a million  seeds  for  every  one  that  takcg  root 
and  growso  If  we  were  to  try  to  duplicate  Nature  that 
wayo  you  se©  what  a huge  job  of  seed  ©olle(2ting  and 
scattering  it  would  be  The  cost  would  be  prohibitive 
I see  You^d  have  to  scatter  a million  seeds  to  get  on© 
tree  to  growo 

That 0 8 right u And  then  remember  that  the  kind  of  land  w® 
want  to  plant  on  •=>  burned  over  and  eroded  landp  very 
often  - is  apt  to  be  the  worst  kind  of  land  for  tree 
seeds  to  sprout  and  take  hold  In  Much  worse  than  where 
trees  ara  already  established  and  spreading  their  seeds 
naturally o

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YeSp  mice  and  other  things o If  you  scatter  a hatch  of 
seed 9 the  rodents  roundabout  ha’/e  a swell  picnic o They 
eat  It  up  about  as  fast  as  you  can  scatter  Ito  But 
just  the  same  we'^ve  been  experimenting  for  years  on 
direct  seedingo  It®s  always  worth  while  trying  to

find  better  ways  of  doing  things^  you  knowo  We®ve  tried 
poisoning  the  rodents^  and  treating  the  seed^  and  harrowing 
the  ground  and  all  kinds  of  things-.  With  a few  kinds  of 
trees  under  certain  conditions  we^ve  had  fair  success^  but 
a lot  of  other  tests  didnH  work  outo  Nevertheless ^ 
we® re  keeping  on  experiment Ingo  That®s  what  our  man  is  doing 
up  there  where  Jerry  Is  today o He’s  going  over  the  sample 
seeding  plots  with  our  research  maiio 
I seso  Was  that  where  Jerry  was  yesterday  too? 

Yep  Yesterday  he  took  up  a couple  of  sacks  of  poisoned 
barley
